MANCHESTER, N.H. 
— They are giants of 
Democratic politics. 
They took turns as front- 
runners in the race to be 
their party’s standard 
bearer in a pivotal elec- 
tion. 

But as the roller coast- 
er that is the 2020 prima- 
ry careened through New 
Hampshire on Tuesday 
night, it left Senator Eliz- 
abeth Warren and for- 
mer vice president Joe 
Biden promising to find a 
way to win the Demo- 
cratic nomination al- 
though they haven’t 
come close to notching a 
victory in the first two 
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contests. Senator Bernie Sanders greeted supporters in Manchester while Pete Buttigieg celebrated in Nashua. 


Warren finished 
fourth and Biden fifth, 
both far behind the top 
three candidates with ap- 
parently only single-digit 
vote totals. 

“Our best chance for 
this party and this nation 
is with a candidate that 
can do the work,” Warren 
said, as she took the 
stage in a drafty tennis 
arena after only a frac- 
tion of the night’s results 
had trickled in. 

“Our campaign is 
built for the long haul,” 
she said, “and we're just 
getting started.”

Minnesota Senator Amy Klobuchar defied 
expectations Tuesday night with a strong 
third-place showing in the New Hampshire 
presidential primary that catapulted her into 
contention for the Democratic nomination 
and made her, for the first time in the race, the 
woman to watch in 2020. 

“She’s truly our comeback kid, isn’t she?” 
said Debora Pignatelli, a New Hampshire ex- 
ecutive councilor who introduced Klobuchar 
at her primary night party at the Grappone 
Conference Center in Concord.

BERNIE SANDERS 

Why he finished first: Sanders now holds the 
record for the largest percentage win in a com- 
petitive New Hampshire primary and the small- 
est percentage win in a New Hampshire primary, 
just four short years apart. But he won because 
he created his own deeply loyal base of support- 
ers and then kept them. 

What he needs to do now: Spend money and 
win a resounding victory on Super Tuesday, three 
weeks from now. No candidate, except Michael 
Bloomberg, can compete with Sanders in cam- 
paign cash, name recognition, and staff. If Sand- 
ers does well on that day, he will be hard to stop.

What he needs to do now: Buttigieg should 
go all in on Nevada and then pivot to Super Tues- 
day and juice his delegate count. (South Carolina 
might be a lost cause.) The union that dominates 
the caucuses in Nevada already expressed dis- 
pleasure with Medicare for All, but it is unclear 
how their members might vote. The last polling 
in Nevada was over a month ago, when Joe Biden 
led. It is a very different campaign now, with an 
opportunity for Buttigieg.
